Kendall School celebrates 125th anniversary 


Speeches, skits, songs, balloons and big birthday cakes were all part of Kendall 
Demonstration Elementary School’s 125th anniversary celebration held June 9 
outside the new school building. 

Students, faculty, staff, educators and people from the surrounding community 
filled the chairs set up on the lawn and spilled over onto the grass as they 
gathered to commemorate the founding of the school by Amos Kendall. 

“Amos Kendall and Edward Miner Gallaudet (the school’s first superintendent) 
would be proud of what we are today,” said KDES Dean Mike Deninger. 

Those gathered to help celebrate got a taste of the history of Kendall as the 
Primary classes of Wanda Witczak-Berke and Melvia Nomeland presented skits 
about Samuel Morse and his deaf wife, Amos Kendall and James Denison, the 
school’s first deaf teacher and principal. 

History also came alive in the form of four previous Kendall principals who 
returned to the school to share their memories. “I spent 14 very happy years on 
the campus of Gallaudet,” said Dr. William McClure, who served as Kendall prin- 
cipal from 1946-50. A “Normal” student in 1936-37, he also taught at Gallaudet. 
“It kind of shakes me up to find that one of my former students has retired,” he 
said of Joseph Youngs, another Kendall principal. 

Youngs, who was principal of Kendall between 1953-57, assured McClure that 
he had retired early and went on to say that being at Kendall “is like coming 
home after many years.” When he returned after being a student, Kendall School 
had been moved to Houses 2, 3 and 4, said Youngs. But even though the 
facilities were not the best, “we had quality children and quality staff.” Youngs 
also found he was principal of two schools: one for blacks and another for whites, 
housed in different buildings. “It was my pleasure in 1954 to see the faculties of 
the two schools integrated with no problems,” he said. 

Frances Phillips, Kendall principal from 1959-65, told the group that some of 
the best years of her life were spent at Kendall School. While she was here, some 
classes were held in the basement of Fowler Hall; others met in buildings on 
Faculty Row. President Elstad announced plans for the new Kendall School, and 
they moved in while she was principal. Also, said Phillips, she helped implement 
the non-graded concept which became forerunner of the current IEP. 

Carl Kirchner, principal between 1974-80, said his best memory of the school 
was “the faces of the kids that first day when we moved into the new (and cur- 
rent) building,” and knowing they were in a true learning environment. “Looking 
at the facility today after being gone for three years, I’ve seen a lot of growth,” he 
said. 

Don Mahoney, who wrote the song “Roots and Wings,” led faculty, staff and 
students in a performance of the song. Then Mrs. Georgie Packwood, great-great- 
granddaughter of Amos Kendall and wife of Sen. Bob Packwood, unveiled a por- 
trait of Amos Kendall. She said that her memories of her great-great-grandfather 
came alive when she saw the skit. 

Students from Linda Hendricks’ Primary class led the group in singing Happy 
Birthday before helium-filled balloons containing messages from students were cut 
loose to float away above the school and everyone adjourned for homemade 
birthday cake and punch.
